wurth remembrance. Thune who thought 
ttl trnivemiy an irreligioun instilution muil be 
trlieved by the statement* of the Vice ■ Peovost. 
Hit own iddrenEi vras pfenetfsted with sentiments 
to which every heart must respond. Religion 
is not e. hate, the duties of man to Qoi 
cannot involve the exclusion from the heart 
of ftiternsl sympathy and comjilacence. We 
tn^ think our neifr,hbouT wron^, even to 
hU soul's risk ; yet -we shall not therefore 
refuse him our talnUtioiij. We donpair, 
■indeed, Df eeeins Christiau charity in iis full 
deve-tnpment, W« huve all a pariah rrr*f> 
beneath us. Some secta wo abhor; hut it is 
anmcthing to recorrniae holy principle!!, even 
if wo do not follow them. 
There were some reiriirka of trro 
PuaVofit on the subject of rengion that 
wtiulti be disputed in tlieulugicaV tclnrobi, nnd 
his intetpretation of prophecy, as the newspapers 
say, wants t. onfirfoation. However, this is no 
consequence ; tie University does not teach 
theolegy, and considering the t^uecr theeries of 
relifrjon we h^ve rend from certain gentle- 
men of Univcreity distinction, both in the 
colonies and at home, we arc heartily giad itdoen 
not Truth is etif—vn, all Ihinl we have it ; 
we cannot all have il. Of the relative value of 
truths wc ennnot judge for one another. Truth 
in light — it i» intolerant of darkness ; but 
rchristiaoity "euffereth long, is kind, and 
thinketh do evil." We do not respect nny man 
who would surrender one iota of ht* belief 
to please his friend; but we do the noble 
spirit which can rccugnino worth, goodness, 
and piely. where we may hope that the Divine 
J luUe «ill own them at last. 

There was an incident in rlus ceremonial 
which we observed with real regret-^ 
the retirement of Archbishop Foi.timfi, Dr. 
QitEiioaT. several U.tholie Clergymen, 
Judge Timnnv, and Mr. Plukkeit. It was 
clear there wsa aomelhing wrong. We found, 
however, that it was not the question of 
episcopal precedence. It will be recollected 
that several yews ago the Secretary of State 
gave directions that a Koman Catholic Arch- 
bishop should take precedence of a Protestant 
Bishop, without distinguiehing the Metropolitan 
from an inferior Bishop, 

Resulting from Dr. B notion Ton's demurrer to 
this rule, Lord Gbkt gave directions that the 
Bisnor of Sruxev, as Metropolitan, should 
rank as an Archbishop, and have precedence 
over the Roman Catholic Archbiahop, Sup- 
posing interference of this kind desirable, 
no person would object to thia decision, and 
accordingly it has been admitted by the Catho- 
lics aa a final determination of the question of 
precedence, end one which they have no wiihto 
dispute. A general faar existed that aoraothing 
had re opened this difficulty, but we are happy 
to lenrn that it waa not so. 

We shall state the facta as wa have received 
them from the distinguished friends of the Arch- 
bishop 

Dr. PotniKo iV a member of the Senate ; 
Dr- Barker is nut. 

Dr. Poi.ur.vfi loll ysnr wai not a member of 
the Senate ; slid, attending the commemoration, 
he .at below the Senate. Dr. lUs™. wa, 
ahsrnt. 

Dr. WooLLttv, the Principal, wrote to Dr. 
Barkeh, requesting his lordship's attendance 
yesterday, and offering the seat neat to the 
Govern on, the Vuiter of the University. 

Mr. Pr.rrsKEiT end Mr, Justice Trteaar, 
as numbers of the Senate, heard of thia 
offer, and objected to it, and referred to Dr. 

WOOLISV. 

They stated that had Dr. Backer ts!«n s ed to 
the Senate they would not dispute his right 
to sit seat the Visitor, hii Exckllekcyt. Had 
Dr. PoLDimi not belonged to the Senate 
they would nut have objected to bit eitting 
among the company, as last year ; had itiri 
belonged to the Benate, they allege that Dr. 
PoCDISO would have at once recognised the 
pret'edeni r of Dr. Babiees, 

That the Senate 

That Dr. Bakkeh did not bflong to them, yet 
sat among them ; and, finally, that this was re- 
cognising an errletiattiral superiority to the 
Senate, and dis'inguiahing the Pro 
late abow all the heads of other 
tions, 

That Dr. Wooli¥t. in making the offer of a 
seat amidst the Senate to a prelate who did not 
belong to rt, forgot the great principle of re- 
ligions equality on which the L'aiversity is by 
law made to rest. 

That Dr.Wontt.tty signified to Mr. Ptusrsi tin 
On hit complaining, ihat the Hisbop would ait an 
the platform, whitti was understood to mean — 
that hia Lordehip would not ait with the Senate 
or on the Visitor's Kjrht. 

When, however, it was found that the 
Bisnor or iSynttjii was marshalled to the chair 
on the Goveeyob'b right band, these gentlemen 
considered themselves deceived, and, acting 
with them, the AgciiiiiiHor and others left the 
hall. 

Such are the facts as wo are informed. There 
can be no doubt that Dr. Woonlbv, 
presuming thia statement to bo correct, ought to 
have consulted the Senate) on a point sure to 
involve most serious diffarvnees ; but ws are [ 
happy to learn (hat the tJiiuar or 8-yrirfiiT ex- 
pressed his willingness to sit anywhere. In 
social life his rank gives him precedence over 
all clergymen of all denominations ; in their te- 
speclive churches all have the rank determined 
by their ecc'eeiastjeaJ ty B i> ros , [n (he hall of 
the University there were but two classes, 
visitors, however honoured, and the Senate — 
And those uuder their own orders. Surely these

Usily be overrated. It it the, centre of an ex- 
tensive tract of auriferous country, and com- 
mands a vast area of agricultural and pastoral 
territory. There are few localities Willi which 
it would be mure desirable to establish eheap 
and easy comrannim'ion, so far as 
the development of the colony's re- 
sources is concerned. But the country 
between it and the metropolis it ao rugged that 
Bathurat is aa badly off aa to its chances of 
being a railway terminus, at if it were hair at 
far again off. It would seem at though the 
only way of reaching Billiurat by rtilwiy will 
be by means of a branch dropping southward 
from the Qicat Northern line, or a branch 
stretching northwards from the Great Souther 
line. The Blue Mountains must be ekirte . "jf 
they cannot be penetrated. 

To get over the difficulty, Sir W (tLIjo4 
Dkxison has tuggeated the laying i nvra „f 
bone-power railways, {or tramwav * ' , , h 
custom now to call them,) on t> l(1 ' ^ Q 
Mr, Suttob, in ihe interest ^ weJt( , T11 
constituents. pressed t>|i| p3ftl , UBna 
the witnaseet eiamined. V^ore the select 
committee on railways, but ' J0L with any satis- 
factory results. Mr. Witt-, row expresses him- 
self decidedly opposed \ a tramways. If the 
prevailing gvadienla are too steep for a locomo- 
tive, he advises the making of a good micadam- 
ued toart in preferer.ee to any attempt at trtm- 
wayt. To go ovr.r Lapstono Hill requires a 
gradient of one id twenty, which is too steep for 
a locomotive, and to tunnel through it would be 
monstrously expensive. Mr. Soiron states 
that, there ta a pracrkally inexhaustible forest 
of fine umber in, the neighbourhood, and that if 
a stationary engine were erected to draw the 
carriages up a treea incline, it could be ad- 
vantageously employed tiUoas a saw mill. The 
economy of tuch a course would depend, 
Mr, Whittos siyt, entirely upon t> e amount 
of traffic. 

Mr. Beaut went more into d.-tiil as to the 
respective merits of horse power and 
locomotives. Jinny pereons, he laid, 
in the celrmy, seem to be under 
the impression tint a horee can draw a load on 
a railway where a locomotive engine eonld not 
run, and it i* constantly spoken of as being de- 
sirable, wherever you cannot afford to lay 
down n locomotive railway to lay down 
a horns railway, or tram-road, with very 
steep gradients to be worked by horses, Ho 
could give the results from actual observation of 
what a horse can do at different gradients. On 
a lev*! railway lie will draw five or til tont; on 
an incline of one in Hixty, three tons; and on 
one in thirty, barely one ton, A h^ree would 
have a better chance on a macadamised road at 
an incline of one In twenty than on a 
railwuy of the same steepness, because he could 
tack. He was satisfied, from observations of 
the places where the contractor had used horses, 
tl< at one ton up an incline of one in thirty it aa 
much as a horse can do on a railway. There 
wis a place on the Liverpool line where the 
contractor had a Ima la'd drjwu for a short dis- 
tance to a sand hill; on it there was an incline 
of one in twenty for a short length, and he baa 
seen the horses working very hard to get up a 
load at all, though the ground afforded them a 
good footing. The draft stems to be entirely 
agaiist the horses on inch a slope, and the fric- 
tion being so much lesi, Ihe wsggons have a 
tendency to run back. At tits aame, time Mr. 
Brady admits that a borte would have a better 
chance on a steep railway than on the rough or 
boggy bush trucks which in (he country are at 
present dignified with the name of roads. 

Afl to the first colt of horse and locomotive 
railways, Mr. Brahv denies that there would 
be any considerable saving in the ease of the 
/former. Gradient* too steep for the steam 
engine would, as a rule, be also too steep for 
horses, and therefore tiers would be but little 
economy in the matter of euttinge or embink- 
menti. The permanent way might be made 
somewhat sli -hter, but this would be compsn- 
tated by the outlay necessary to make a mac- 
adamised iTack for the horses. 

Mr. Bbaov presented to the committee a 
paper which he had drawn ap for the 
use of the Railway Coramisaioners, in 
which he had calculated in detail 
the working expenaes of using horse and steam 
power respectively, Ihe eonctuiion being de- 
cidedly in favour of the latter. Ha aaiumet the 
case of a line fifty miles in length, with 
gradients limited to on* in sixty , the passenger 
traffic to be at the rate of one hundred and fifty 
pasaengtrs each way daily, and the goods teams 
at the rat* of one hundred and twenty tout up, 
and eighty tons down ; and ha educes the result 
that for the locomotive tine (he coat of the 
stock would be only £45,300, while for the 
horse line it would be j£6 1,000 ; and that the 
wotking expenses would be in the former case 
£2 10 per mile, and in the latter case £1,072 per 
mile. Generally, he lays it down as a law that 
five miles it the limit in length for a horse- 
power railway, and work for fifteen horses the 
limit as regards traffic. If the line it more than 
five mitet in length, or if the traffic require*- 
more than fifteen horses, the limit of economy 
In the use of horse-power has been passed, and 
it is cheaper to make use of locomotives.
